It would appear that the acre- 
wwe devoted spring wheat was not 
quite so large as the estimate mad 
in June, nor is the yield proving 
quite as high as anticipated in 
early Jaly. It is estimated there 
was 154,487 acres of spring wheat 
and that the yield will be 2,844,600 
bushels, or an average of 18.41 
bushels per acre. 

Winter Witeat 

The present estimate shows that 
the acreage of winter wheat har- 
vested is nearly 10,000 acres, 
over the July estimate, that is 
104,330 acres giving a yield of
